The state quarantine on schools 


Sunday schools, and other public 
places, te prevent the spreading of fthe 
infantile paralysis epidemic, has been 
modified by Dr. Samuel G. Dixon, tht 
state health commissioner as a result 
of complaints from ministers and 
teachers throughout the state. 
The 


modification allows schools and Sun 
day schools to hold sessions, as usual 
providing that children under sixteen 
years of age are not permitted to at- 
tend. 


The rule also says that 
public 


schools may open at the regular time 
but children under sixteen cannot at 
tend until after September 29th. It 
is not thought th.at many schools will 
take advantage of this as it woula 
upset the entire school system. 


All the Sunday schools m Clearfield 


will take advantage of the modifica- 
tion and will hold regular sessions to- 
morrow but no children under six 
teen will be permitted to attend. Last 
Sunday all the Sunday schools were 
closed on account of the edict but will 
be open tomorrow.

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesion, II Cor. xi, 21-33. 


Memory Verses, 25, 26—Golden Text, 
II Cor. xii, 9—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. Mt Stemrnt. 
The beginning of our lesson chapter 


takes up the very topic of the last part 
of last week's lesson, that of the 
church being espoused as a chaste vir- 
gin to Christ as her husband, or, as he 
said in Bom. vii, 4, we are married to 
Christ, raised from the dead, that we 
should bring forth fruit unto God! We 
[.till wait for the actual marriage of 
the Lamb, which must take place be- 
fore we can come with Him in His 
glory. See the order of events in Bev. 
xlx. Paul speaks of Eve being be- 
guiled by the, serpent, and the church 
Is the body and bride of Christ, the 
last Adam, just as Eve was both the 
body and bride of the first Adam. 
When this Hve shall have been builded 
she shall be brought to her Adam in 
the nlr, and then shall be the marriage 
of the Lamb, hi which approaching 
event all the redeemed in glory must 
be Intensely interested.- The same aer-. 
pent who deceived Eve is still dceivlng 
all his blinded ones, coming to them as 
an angel of light, preaching another 
Jesus, another" spirit, another gospel 
(versus 3,4,13). All from whom the true 
gospel is hid are blinded by him as the 
god of this world, and now, as in the 
tune of Paul, multitudes suffer gladly 
to be taught by fools rather than lis- 
ten to the wisdom of God (verse 19; 
iv, 3, 4). It la sometimes said ot 
preachora.nnd evangelists that they are 
in the work for what there is in it 
financially. This may be true of some, 
but we prefer to judge nothing before 


j the time till the Lord come, for the 
judgment seat .of Christ will make all 
His 'own and their works manifest (I 
Cor. iv, 5; II Cor. v, 0, 1$). 


They could not accuse Paul of seek- 


ing his own gain in any way, for while 
at Corinth, as we saw in Acts xvlii, 2, 
3, he and Aquila add Prlscilla worked 
at their occupation at tent makers. 
He would not be chargeable to any 
man nor be a burden 4o any one— 
rather would he spend and be spent 
for them, though the more he loved 
them the less he was loved by them 
(chapters xi, 7-9; xli, 15-18). He count- 
ed all things as nothing compared 
with the excellency of the knowledge 
of Christ Jesus, his Lord, for whom 
he suffered the loss of alt things (Phil, 
ili, 7-10). He did net tell us that it was 
a special privilege to suffer with Christ 
(Phil. 1, 29) without having tasted of, 
the same in full measure himself. 


In verse 23 be speaks of labors, 


stripes, prisons, deaths, and then hi 
the verses following, he tells of five 
scourgings, three beatings, with rods, 
once stoned, three shipwrecks, besides 
all other sufferings which he mentions, 
making up a list which perhaps was 
never exceeded in the life of any other 
individual believer. Yet he says: "Most 
gladly will 1 glory In my Infirmities," 
that the power of Christ may rest 
upon me. Therefore I take pleasure 
,iii infirmities, in reproaches, iu neces- 
sities, in persecutions, iu distresses for 
Christ's sake" (xii, 9, 10). 


Was there ever such another devot- 


ed follower of the Lord Jesus or such 
a record of suffering for His sake? He 
certainly did cause others to suffer 
when he was a persecutor and murder- 
er, but when his turn came be must 
have far exceeded them all. If the 
record In chapter xil, 1-S, refers to his 
experience at Lystra, when he was 
stoned to death there on his first mis- 
sionary tour, what he\saw and heard 
hi paradise or the third heaven, while 
for a little while dead, and dragged 
out of Lystra as such* must have 
greatly sustained him in all his suffer- 
ings after-that. Peter tells us that 
we should rejoice to be partakers of 
Christ's sufferings, for when His glory 
shall be revealed we shall be glad 
with exceeding joy (I Pet. tv, 12, 13). 
In II Cor. iv, 17, Paul speaks of afflic- 
tion as being light, and but for a mo- 
ment, compared with the far more ex- 
ceeding and eternal weight of glory 
Which will be ours. 


Abraham was sustained by the as- 


surance of the city for which he looked 
and' was fully persuaded that God 
would do-as He had said. What Jacob 
saw in vision at Bethel must have been 
a great strength to him, unworthy 
though he was.

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesion, II Cor. xi, 21-33. 


Memory Verses, 25, 26—Golden Text, 
II Cor. xii, 9—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. Mt Stemrnt. 
The beginning of our lesson chapter 


takes up the very topic of the last part 
of last week's lesson, that of the 
church being espoused as a chaste vir- 
gin to Christ as her husband, or, as he 
said in Bom. vii, 4, we are married to 
Christ, raised from the dead, that we 
should bring forth fruit unto God! We 
[.till wait for the actual marriage of 
the Lamb, which must take place be- 
fore we can come with Him in His 
glory. See the order of events in Bev. 
xlx. Paul speaks of Eve being be- 
guiled by the, serpent, and the church 
Is the body and bride of Christ, the 
last Adam, just as Eve was both the 
body and bride of the first Adam. 
When this Hve shall have been builded 
she shall be brought to her Adam in 
the nlr, and then shall be the marriage 
of the Lamb, hi which approaching 
event all the redeemed in glory must 
be Intensely interested.- The same aer-. 
pent who deceived Eve is still dceivlng 
all his blinded ones, coming to them as 
an angel of light, preaching another 
Jesus, another" spirit, another gospel 
(versus 3,4,13). All from whom the true 
gospel is hid are blinded by him as the 
god of this world, and now, as in the 
tune of Paul, multitudes suffer gladly 
to be taught by fools rather than lis- 
ten to the wisdom of God (verse 19; 
iv, 3, 4). It la sometimes said ot 
preachora.nnd evangelists that they are 
in the work for what there is in it 
financially. This may be true of some, 
but we prefer to judge nothing before 


j the time till the Lord come, for the 
judgment seat .of Christ will make all 
His 'own and their works manifest (I 
Cor. iv, 5; II Cor. v, 0, 1$). 


They could not accuse Paul of seek- 


ing his own gain in any way, for while 
at Corinth, as we saw in Acts xvlii, 2, 
3, he and Aquila add Prlscilla worked 
at their occupation at tent makers. 
He would not be chargeable to any 
man nor be a burden 4o any one— 
rather would he spend and be spent 
for them, though the more he loved 
them the less he was loved by them 
(chapters xi, 7-9; xli, 15-18). He count- 
ed all things as nothing compared 
with the excellency of the knowledge 
of Christ Jesus, his Lord, for whom 
he suffered the loss of alt things (Phil, 
ili, 7-10). He did net tell us that it was 
a special privilege to suffer with Christ 
(Phil. 1, 29) without having tasted of, 
the same in full measure himself. 


In verse 23 be speaks of labors, 


stripes, prisons, deaths, and then hi 
the verses following, he tells of five 
scourgings, three beatings, with rods, 
once stoned, three shipwrecks, besides 
all other sufferings which he mentions, 
making up a list which perhaps was 
never exceeded in the life of any other 
individual believer. Yet he says: "Most 
gladly will 1 glory In my Infirmities," 
that the power of Christ may rest 
upon me. Therefore I take pleasure 
,iii infirmities, in reproaches, iu neces- 
sities, in persecutions, iu distresses for 
Christ's sake" (xii, 9, 10). 


Was there ever such another devot- 


ed follower of the Lord Jesus or such 
a record of suffering for His sake? He 
certainly did cause others to suffer 
when he was a persecutor and murder- 
er, but when his turn came be must 
have far exceeded them all. If the 
record In chapter xil, 1-S, refers to his 
experience at Lystra, when he was 
stoned to death there on his first mis- 
sionary tour, what he\saw and heard 
hi paradise or the third heaven, while 
for a little while dead, and dragged 
out of Lystra as such* must have 
greatly sustained him in all his suffer- 
ings after-that. Peter tells us that 
we should rejoice to be partakers of 
Christ's sufferings, for when His glory 
shall be revealed we shall be glad 
with exceeding joy (I Pet. tv, 12, 13). 
In II Cor. iv, 17, Paul speaks of afflic- 
tion as being light, and but for a mo- 
ment, compared with the far more ex- 
ceeding and eternal weight of glory 
Which will be ours.

French women who have, come 
from families of modest means, often 
have declared that the necessity im- 
posed on them from the earliest mo- 
ments of childhood to save every pen-
